These states were admitted to Statehood in the Month of November at four different dates in the year 1889. The stamp will honor 
the fiftieth anniversary of Statehood for the four states. Altho we do not know, we presume that the stamp will be issued first day in 
each of the different states. However, since each State was admitted on different dates, the collector will probably want to get first day 
covers from each state on the day of first day issue as well as get a cover from each state on the date on which that state was admitted 
to Statehood. Such a collection of these covers will be of much historical interest

U. S. NOTES 


The design of the 3c Printing Press 
had been selected by the second week 
of August, but pending finished proofs, 
no announcement was made at the time. 
The sketches of the proposed designs 
of the Famous Americans are not yet 
approved, but Bureau artists are still 
working on these. They are expected 
to be stamps of ordinary size or a trifle 
larger, but will not be the large “special 
delivery size” unless present plans are 
changed. All sorts of rumors are ema- 
nating from Washington regarding this 
series, most of which will probably like 
those on earlier issues have to be dis- 
regarded. 





Despite repeated admonitions of the 
Post Office Dept., coupled with threats 
of disciplinary action, postmasters con- 
tinue to issue new commemorative 
stamps before the date they are in- 
structed to commence issuance. Wilbur 
Myers, Stamp Editor of the Daily News 
Telegram of Sulphur Springs, Texas, 
sends us a 3c Panama Canal stamp with 
first day date cancel of August 15, but 
mailed from Sulphur Springs. He writes 
that the post office there placed the 
stamps on sale on August 14, the day 
before they went on sale at the U. S. S. 
Charleston, official first day post office 
and two days before any other post 
office was authorized to sell them. 





On October 19, 1938, the Canal Zone 
Director of Posts issued an order to all 
postmasters having more than 50 copies 
of the 30c Buffalo stamp to transfer the 
stamps to the Philatelic Agency, as the 
reserve stock of the stamp was exhausted 
at that time, and no more were to be 
printed. 





Two oddities are submitted by Nor- 
bert Loshe of Carthagena, Ohio. One is 
a government postal card of the current 
lc issue, the stamp design having a solid 
blot of color about 4mm. in width on 
Jefferson’s head, caused by a piece of 
dried ink or paper adhering to the plate 
and covering the shading of the design 
at that point. The other is a 144c Hard- 
ing full-face (1930) which is very scan- 
tily inked, resulting in pronounced 
“white spots.” The ovals containing fig- 
ures of value and the curved panel con- 
taining “United States Postage” are 
barely outlined. White spots are com- 
monly found on the rotary press issues, 
though seldom being so extensive as on 
the copy submitted. 





There are many U. S. revenue stamps 
about which little is known, due to the 
few of them preserved and the very 
small number of collectors interested in 
them. Charles E. Barr of McKees 
Rocks, Pa., submits several of these. 
Most attractive of the three is a CASE 
STAMP, a handsome engraved label 
measuring approximately 6% by 37% 
inches in design with imperforate mar- 
gins all around. The inscriptions include: 
“United States Internal Revenue”; “Se- 
ries of 1933”; “Acts of March 3, 1897, 
and February 17, 1922” at top. A fancy 
engraved device includes the wording 
“Bottled—Distilled Spirits—2 4/10 gal- 
lons.” The stamp is further inscribed 
with the name of the Collector of the 
23rd District and signed in pencil by the 
“U. S. Storekeeper-Gauger.” In the 
lower left corner is the title “CASE 
STAMP.” The whole is green, with a 
red overprint and imprint indicating the 
district in which it was issued. Mr. 
Barr says he has seen a 3 gallon denomi- 
nation. Who knows more about these? 
Has anyone a check list? 





Mr. Barr also submitted two wine 
stamps. One is a regular U. S. Ic of the 
series of 1934 overprinted in two lines of

sans serif condensed capitals “RECTI- 
FIED SPIRITS—PUERTO RICO” 
very much like the illustrated. An 80c 
of the 1916 design (1933 printing) is 
submitted by him with a two-line hand- 
stamped overprint in violet “RECTI- 
FIED SPIRITS.” He says both of these 
were on a case from Puerto Rico. 





An 1854 year date in the cancel on a 
post card written in 1911 was submitted 
by an Akron collector. At least that’s 
what at first glance it appeared to be. 
Actually the “TR 54” above the date in 
center of the R. P. O. postmark was not 
clearly stamped, making the abbrevia- 
tion for “Train 54” look like “1854.” 





We bought some 3c Presidentials the 
other day at the post office and noted 
they were from an electric eye plate. 
The stamps were very finely centered 
throughout the sheet. This, we under- 





stand cannot be expected on all sheets, 
as the eye controls only the perforations 
in one direction. The new 2c sheets have 
eye control both horizontally and ver- 
tically, but we haven’t heard that the 
percentage of centering is improved. 
Who knows? 





One reader writes in concerning the 
origin of the name “Shin plasters” for 
the postal currency described in Mr. 
Jansen’s recent article. He says one ver- 
sion he has heard is that purses of that 
period would not accommodate much of 
the paper money, so the overflow was 
often tucked in the stocking, in the 
neighborhood of the shin, hence the de- 
risive name. He suggests this might 
also be the origin of the term “putting it 
in the sock.” 





Herman Herst, Jr., New York dealer, 
has become the proud possessor of the 
Golden Gate stamp with double paper. 





Leonard A. Sharrott, 1039 Grassmere, 
Far Rockaway, N. Y., wonders if anyone 
else had their New York to Shediac first 
flight cover go through without a New 
York postmark, stamps remaining un- 
canceled? 





In connection with the new additions 
to the Postal Laws & Regulations limit- 
ing the type of matter which may be 
sent through the mails free of postage 
under the “Penalty” imprint used on of- 
ficial matter, postmasters are not per- 
mitted to refuse matter which they be- 
lieve is not entitled to free transmission. 
The determination of what may or may 
not be sent free is left to the opinions 
of the executive departments and in- 
dependent establishments of the federal 
government. The only authorized inter- 
ference by Postmasters is when he 
finds these divisions are not filing quar- 
terly statements of weight of their mail- 
ings together with statement that law 
was (or was not) observed. Then the 
postmaster is directed to notify the 
Third Asst. Postmaster General. 





One of the characteristics of used 
copies of the famous 3c Orangeburg coil 
stamp (Scott No. 389) is supposed to be 
the fact that the cancellation was one of 
the “wavy line” machine type and this 
distinction has been used in expertising 
copies of this stamp. However, all post

78,454,450 copies were issued of the 
Hawaiian commemorative three cent 
stamp which was on sale from Oct. 18, 
1937, to July 31, 1939. Original printing 
orders for this stamp had totalled 75,- 
000,000, indicating that a large surplus 
must have been printed. 





As early as 1905, legislators were pro- 
posing extensions of the R. F. D. service. 
In that year a law was proposed that 
the limit be increased on items carried 
between points on a route to 200 pounds 
in weight and one barrel in size. A 
proposal fortunately not adopted or 
rather husky rural carriers would have 
been necessary. 





Under Section 515 of the Postal Laws 
and Regulations, letters from soldiers, 
sailors and marines may be sent to ad- 
dressee without any postage being pre- 
paid, the postage to be collected on de- 
livery by means of postage due stamps. 
This Section is seldom applied, though 
in our collection we have one specimen. 
Instructions are that this Section only 
applies when no stamps are available 
and then the officer to whose command 
the sender belongs, signs the envelope 
after it is endorsed “Soldier’s Letter” or 
similar wording. Facsimile rubber stamp 
may be used. Only the single letter rate 
postage due is collected. Who knows of 
recent applications of this Section 515?

Dept. 8 
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Scott Renumbering System 
Explained 





The following data is to be included 
in the introductory notes of the 1940 
edition of the Scott Standard Postage 
Stamp Catalogues now being printed and 
is supplied by Hugh M. Clark, Editor 
of the Catalog and President of Scott 
Publications, Inc. 

In previous editions of the Catalogue 
the numbering has been in numerical 
sequence under each country, leaving a 
gap between the different groups, i.e., 
Semi-Postals, Air Post, etc., to allow 
for the addition of new issues. This has 
been satisfactory until recent years when 
these gaps have been rapidly closing up. 
It was inevitable that a new method 
of numbering be adopted and, after a 
thorough study of the problem and care- 
ful consideration of the many suggestions 
sent in by collectors, the following sys- 
tem has been incorporated in this edi- 
tion. 

Stamps issued for regular postage are 
indicated by numbers only, without pre- 
fix letters, the same as heretofore with 
the exception of some re-arrangement 
necessary to group stamps of a like 
design together. 

All other groups are likewise numbered 
consecutively, starting with No. 1 but 
the numeral carries a prefix letter denot- 
ing its classification. Thus, Semi-Postals 
start with B1, Air Posts with Cl, while 
Semi-Postal Air Post stamps have the 
two letter prefix CB, etc. After studying 
the accompanying table a collector should 
soon be able to determine at a glance 
into which classification a stamp falls by 
simply looking at the catalogue number. 

The regular postal issues of each 
country are followed by the other groups 
in the alphabetical order of the prefix 
letter or letters. No single country has 
all of the groups; the majority have only 
a few. The flexibility of the system is 
such, however, that new groups can be 
added, if and as they appear, without 
disturbing the present listings. 

The prefixes, in the alphabetical order 
of their use in the Catalogue, are as 
follows:

What appears to be an unrecorded 
Newfoundland “PAID” provisional mark- 
ing is illustrated herewith. This mark- 
ing is in the upper right corner of a 
standard size envelope which was ad- 
dressed to a Columbus collector. The 
marking was evidently applied in one

impression and there is no trace of an 
adhesive stamp on the cover. Curious 
as to its usage, Mr. Sandrock wrote the 
Newfoundland postal service in 1912 and 
received the following letter in reply: 


GENERAL POST OFFICE 
St. John’s, Newfoundland 
23rd January, 1912. 
Sir: 

In reply to your letter of the llth I beg 
to say that the paid all stamp, copy of which 
you submitted, is believed to be genuine. This 
stamp was used in 97 for a day or two when 
stamp supply became exhausted prematurely 
owing to wreck of a steamer which contained 
a new supply of stamp for Nfld.

A check of contemporary (1897-1898) 
publications in an endeavor to find some 
mention of the provisional was fruitless, 
and present day catalogs and other re- 
source material were equally barren of 
mention of this provisional stampless 
item. Can any of our readers throw 
any futher light on the item? 

Shipwrecks have caused the New- 
foundland posts trouble at other times. 
In 1908 in order to obtain a supply of 
2c stamps distinctive in design, the 2c 
Map stamp was issued to replace the 
2c King Edward. A ship transporting 
cases of the 2c Edward was wrecked 
and it was feared some of the lost stamps 
might be found and used to defraud 
the postal service of revenue, so the 
Map stamp was designed and issued.

LINN’S 
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Roosevelt Pictured On 
Turkish Constitutions 





For the second time President Frank- 
lin Roosevelt has had his picture on a 
postage stamp. Following the examples 
in design set by other countries, Turkey’s 
set to commemorate our Constitution 
Sesquicentennial features our flag, an 
outline map of the U. S., and a likeness 
of George Washington. One design (3k 
and 8k) pictures both President Roose- 
velt and President Inonu. Ismet Inonu 
was selected as successor to the late Ke- 
mal Ataturk, first President of Turkey, 
whose death last year resulted in a num- 
ber of mourning stamps from both Tur- 
key and Alexandretta. Ataturk is de- 
picted on the two values depicting 
Washington, the 7% and 12% kurus. 
The third design, found on the 2% and 
6k is that of a hand holding aloft a sin- 
gle staff from which to left and right 
extend the flags of the two republics. 
All are bicolors, except the flag stamps 
are in three colors. Date of issue not 
clear, but evidently in July. It was 
stated prior to their issue that the set 
commemorates the New York World’s 
Fair as well as the Constitution but the 
stamps bear no indications of this added 
purpose.

The Apostolic Delegate for South 
Africa has made strong representations 
according to the Union newspapers 
against the continued issuance of the 1d 
Huguenot commemorative series just re- 
leased. The symbolism of this stamp’s 





design was objected to as it had been 
officially described as “the sun of Truth 
rising over the darkness of the Middle 
Ages.” The Delegate declared the de- 
sign was offensive to Catholics. In reply 
the Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, 
Senator C. F. Clarkson, stated, “the 
Huguenots left France because they 
claimed it was not possible for them to 
enjoy freedom of conscience and to prac- 
tice their religion in their own country, 
and is meant to convey that freedom of 
conscience which they could enjoy at the 
Cape.” Demands for suppression of the 
stamp however still continue.

Child Welfare Congress 


Costa Rica will issue two sets of 
stamps, an airmail and one for ordinary 
postage to commemorate the Eighth 
Pan-American Child Welfare Congress 
which will open in October at San Jose. 
The ordinary postage set will have a 
total face value of 1.30 Colones, ten 
thousands sets being ordered with extra 
quantities of the lower values. Denomi- 
nations are 5, 10, 20, 40 and 55 centimos. 
The airmail series will comprise 10, 15, 
25, 35, 60 and 75 centimos and 1.35, 5 and 
10 colones. Quantities of the airs range 
from 200,000 of the 5c down to 1500 of 
the 10 colones. The design of the air- 
mails will be of a plane over Duran 
Sanatorium, while that of the ordinaries 
will be allegorical. J. A. Weston of San 
Jose advises that the Costa Rican post 
office will not service first day covers 
or accept orders for stamps.

Pan-American Airways has taken an- 
other step in its plans to inaugurate air 
mail service to New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, by applying for permission to in- 
augurate service between Hawaii and 
New Zealand.

If you don’t know off hand and check 
your catalog you will find that 142 is 
the 14%c Front Face Harding coil. It 
has been my personal observation that 
there are not so many of these in circula- 
tion as might be expected and I predict 
that some of them will be quite good. 





I note more and more of these 142s on 
want lists and find them harder and 
harder to get hold of. So take a tip 
from me and fill in your 142s first. The 
reason is obvious why they are scarce 
because they had to share time with the 
old side view 1¥%c and altho they were 
supposed to be issued in 1930, it was 
some time till all the old 1%s were 
displaced and when they came in full 
bloom the depression was at its peak 
or lowest depth and not so much mailing 
was being done, and now the Presi- 
dentials are cutting them short.

Bicolor Stamp Varieties Explained 


The printing variety most commonly 
mistaken for an error and consequently 
erroneously believed to be of consider- 
able value is the “off-register” bi-colored 
stamp. A bi-colored stamp is one printed

in two colors. Printing ink is like paint: 
each color must be applied at a separate 
operation. So just as you cannot paint 
a house in two colors from the same 
brush at the same time, so you cannot 
print a bi-color stamp from one plate in

one operation. A printing plate must be 
made for each portion of the design de- 
sired to be in a different color. The 
common ic 1902 green and claret Guate- 
malan stamp illustrated here is a good 
example. A plate (figure 1) was made 
having only the frame design repeated 





as many times as there were to be 
stamps in the sheet. This was used to 
print the green portion. Then a plate 
(figure 2) was made having only the 
center design repeated throughout and 
spaced so that when printed these 
would properly center themselves in the 
“hole” in the center of the frame de- 
signs. The completed design after the 


two printings looked like Figure Three 
except that the frame was in green and 
the center in claret.

errors come 





conditions; the “bouncing” of sheets a 
fraction of an inch away from the press 
paper guides; or slipshod press feeding 
or any one of a number of things; the 
impressions from either or both plates 
will not always be on each sheet in ab- 
solutely the same position. Conse- 
quently, since the presses are only ma- 
chines and simply print on the paper as 
the guides hold it in position, the center 
will not always be exactly where it 
should be in the design.

A Bonfire 





Upon the issuance of the new series in 
1896 for the island of Madagascar and 
its Dependencies, the separate stamp is. 
sues for those small islands were with. 
drawn from their respective post offices 
and returned to the capital of Madagas. 
car for “cremation.” Governor General 
Gallieni, whose portrait adorns the 193! 
Madagascar stamps, ordered on July 10 
the above withdrawal. On June 25, 
1898 the fire was lit with all except three 
sheets of each, these being kept a 
souvenirs apparently by the postal serv. 
ice. Later these few remainders proved 
very handy to the postal service for 
further supplies of the 1896 series failed 
to arrive when expected and a shortage 
of stamps (but not mailers clamoring for 
them) developed. 

General Gallieni from his offices on 
board the steamer Perouse ordered the 
remainders placed on sale to tide the 
postal service over during the shortage 
and this was done. Consequently, stamps 
of Nossi Be, Diego Suarez and Ste. 
Marie de Madagascar were used once 
more, but not in the offices of their one- 
time postal services.

Collectors have been inquiring for 
First Day Covers of the China Con- 
stitution set, and as yet none have ar- 
rived. The reason as explained to your 
correspondent is that the entire shipment 
of first day covers were confiscated by 
the Japanese Government and the only 
covers known to exist are those in China. 





While on the subject of China, it is 
interesting to note that there is re- 
markable activity on the part of Chinese 
non-collectors here in New York who 
are purchasing these stamps and com- 
menting that in this way they are doing 
their part in helping to support China 
in its great struggle. 





It has just been learned that the 
wholesale price on the Turkey Consti- 
tution set has increased slightly. It has 
not as yet leveled off at any definite 
price, but indications show that this set 
will definitely be good.

U. S. Variety Discovered 


A copy of the 2c “Black Jack” of the 
grilled issue of 1867 which R. W. Harris, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., dealer, bought for $3.50 
at an auction recently, has turned out 
to be a new variety of the Z grill on 
that stamp. This is Scott’s No. 85B 
with grill 15x18 points, instead of the 
largest size known until now, 14x18 
points. Essays of this stamp are known 
having this extra row of grill points 
but this is the first actual stamp found 
with it. This stamp is of equal rarity 
with grill variety No. 82 of which but 
one copy also is known. Though the 
grill varieties seldom reach $100 in sell- 
ing price, Mr. Harris possibly recalling 
the Californian whose 1c 1861 with 
early cancel netted so much publicity 
when he priced it at $50,000, has taken 
full advantage of the publicity possi- 
bilities of his find and taken out an in- 
surance policy on it for $50,000. The 
Brooklyn Eagle carried a front page 
story on the find.

Commemorative 
Stamp Facts 





By Capt. A. C. TOWNSEND 





THE 4c ARMY-NAVY 


These were issued in March, 1937, the 
4c Army with portraits of Confederate 
Generals Robert E. Lee and Thomas J. 
(Stonewall) Jackson and the 4c Navy 
with those of Admirals Sampson, Dewey 
and Schley. All pictures were copies 
from life photos and both stamps are 
in blue-gray or “Confederate gray.” 

General Lee was born at Stratford, 
Va., Jan. 19, 1807. He graduated from 
West Point in 1829, having stood second 
in his class for four years. He performed 
various duties and in the Mexican War 
won high praise on the staff of General 
Scott, who called him “The greatest mil- 
itary genius in America.” April 19, 
1861, he was offered command of the 






Federal forces in the field but declined 
two days later and resigned. Two days 
later he was commander in chief of the 
military and naval forces in Virginia. 
He won many brilliant victories but was 
finally overcome by Grant and the 
force of numbers and surrendered on 
April 9, 1865. Later he became Presi- 
dent of Washington College, now Wash- 
ington and Lee University, at Lexington, 
where he died Oct. 12, 1870, and was 
mourned by the entire nation. Much to 
do was made in the South over the fact 
that his picture did not show his full 
military rank, (one star on collar being 
omitted) but nothing came of it. 

Stonewall Jackson was born at Clarks- 
burg, Va., (now W. Va.) Jan. 21, 1824. 
With limited early education he forced 
his way to West Point and graduated 
with honors in 1846. In the Mexican 
War he proved himself a gallant officer. 
He resigned in 1851 and became a pro- 
fessor in the Va. Military Institute, 
where he served until the outbreak of 
the Civil War. Then he joined the Con- 
federacy and at Bull Run gained the 
name he is best known by, when Lee see- 
ing his forces struggling against great 
odds, called out, “There stands Jackson 
like a stone wall!” 

After many victories, and after the 
battle of the Wilderness in which he 
was successful in 1863, he was returning 
after an examination of the field when, 
in the darkness, he was fired on by his 
own men and mortally wounded. He 





e 





died two days later, May 10th, and is 
buried at Lexington, where a memorial 
hall and a statue perpetuate his memory. 


Admiral Sampson was born at Palm- 
yra, N. Y., Feb. 9, 1840. He graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1861, and 
later served several terms there as in- 
structor and Superintendent. In 1897, 
he was in command of the Jowa and on 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war was made commander in chief of 
the naval forces blockading Cuba. He 
commanded the squadron which bottled 
Admiral Cervera in Santiago Harbor, 
and the squadron destroyed the Spanish 
fleet when it attempted to escape. Samp- 
son was away conferring with Genl. 
Shafter when the action started, but 
returned in time to engage the last of 
the enemy vessels. For years an un- 
settled controversy raged as to whether 
Sampson or Schley was entitled to the 
credit of the victory. Sampson died at 
Washington, May 6, 1902. 


George Dewey was born at Montpelier,

| Vt., Dec. 26, 1837, and graduated from 


the Academy in 1858, fifth in his class. 
He served under Farragut in 1862. In 
1896 he was made a Commodore and 
was in Hong Kong in charge of the 
Asiatic Squadron when war with Spain 
was declared. He received cable orders 
to proceed to the Philippines and capture 
or destroy, the Spanish fleet there. He 
proceeded at once on the Olympic at 
the head of the five vessels of the 
squadron and on May 1, 1898, entered 
the mined harbor of Manila and opened 
fire on the 10 ships and 2 torpedo boats 
of the Spaniards. About noon the last 
enemy vessel hauled down its flag and 
surrendered, and Dewey won a notable 
victory without the loss of a vessel or a 
man and with but 7 men wounded. His 
calm words, “You may fire when ready, 
Gridley,” form another sentence that 
will never be forgotten by loyal Ameri- 
cans. 

Dewey became Admiral of the Navy, 
and on his return home was given a 
welcome that has probably never been 
equalled. He then held various offices 
until he died on Jan. 16, 1917. He was 
buried in a prominent spot at Arlington 
but his body was later removed to lie in 
a Washington cathedral. 

Winfield Scott Schley was born at 
Richfields, Md., Oct. 9, 1839. He grad- 
uated from the Academy in 1860, served 
in China and Japan, then under Farra- 
gut, and then was instructor in modern 
languages at the Academy. In 1884 he 





was officer in charge of the rescue of 
the Arctic explorer Greely. In February, 
1898, he was at the head of the flying 
squadron that located Cervera. When 
the latter attempted to escape from 
Santiago Harbor, Adml. Sampson was 
at the head of the combined squadrons - 
but Schley was in actual command when 
the action took place. He retired in 
1901 and died in New York City, Oct. 
3, 1921. 

The 4c Army-Navy were issued at 
Washington, D. C., on March 23, 1937. 
35,000,000 of the 4c Army were ordered 
from plates 21651-52-53-54, and 35,000,- 
000 of the 4c Navy from plates 21655- 
56-57-58. 331,000 first day covers were 
canceled. 35,794,150 of the 4c Army 
were issued and 34,552,950 of the 4c 
Navy.

Philatelic Agency Stock 





The Philatelic Agency issued a new 
list August 1 which indicates 13 com- 
memoratives available in addition to 
others of the regular series. The com- 
memoratives, all 3c, are: Oregon, An- 
thony, Constitution (all three), Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands, Delaware, 
Iowa, Golden Gate and New York 
World’s Fairs, and the Baseball and com- 
mencing August 16, the 3c Panama 
Canal. 

In regular issues the Agency has of 
course all 32 sheet stamps of the Pres- 
identials; the 1-114-2-3-4-414-5-6-10c 
sidewise coils and the 1-114-2-3c endwise 
coils of the same issue. The only stamp 
books available are the Presidentials, 25c, 
37c, 73c and 97c booklets. Of the 1922- 
23 designs, only the rotary press print- 
ings are available of all values from 4c 
to 50c except the 3c. The 1c and 4c 
are of course the 1930 designs. The same 
denomination of coils are available of 
this series as in the Presidentials, except 
the 414c of course. The 1%4c and 4c are 
1930 design and the 3c, 1932 design. 
The $5 flat plate is the only one of the 
flat plate issue still in stock. 

In Airmails the Agency has the cur- 
rent regular series being issued to post- 
masters which consists of this assort- 
ment: 6c Eagle 1938; 10c, 15c and 20c 
1926-27 Maps; 20c and 50c Trans-Pa- 
cifics; 30c Trans-Atlantic; and 16c Air- 
mail-Special Delivery. Other airs on 
hand are the 6c 1934 Winged Globe; 
and the 25c Trans-Pacific. 

Special Delivery stamps includes the 
10c and 15c rotary press and the 20c 
flat plate. Special Handling stamps in- 
clude the entire series of 10c, 15c, 20c 
and 25c. The 25c has not been issued to 
postmasters for years as it does not make 
a rate and is obsolete. 

Electric Eye sheets are available of 
the 2c 1922-23 rotary press and the 2c 
and 3c Presidentials in full sheets only. 
There are two types of the 2c Adams.
